consequently, Mr. Olney assumed, of the nature of toe project 
on which he ms working* Mr. Olney asked toe Director to make 
a final determination of toe security aspects of the case. 


Alter a careful review of the entire case based on the 
analysis given us by Mr. Olney, I have determined that in this 
instance toe desirability of enforce ment of toe law outweighs toe 
detriment which would result from the disclosu re of information 
probably involved In prosecution.
